1685. berween Twelve and One of the Clock mn 
che Morning, he broke into the Appartment of Diſney's, where entering 
his Chamber, he found the Priſoner in his ſhirt, who craved his Breeches, 
but the Meſſenger replycd no, faying, if he had a Night-gown he 
might- put it on : Immediately afrer, viewing his Breeches , there 
was found a Dagger in his pocker, alſo ſome other things, likewiſe a 
brace of Piſtols, and a great Hanger in the nature of a Scymerer. 

His Maid Mary Allett was ſuppoſed to be in Bed with him, by 

| reaſon her Cloaths were upon his Bed : His Daughter about Eleven 

| years of Age, or thercabouts, was in another part. of. the Room a 

Bed alone: The Meſſenger farther: depoſed, - that getting into the 

Printing-Houſe, he there found the Forms (as Printers call them) of 

the Trayterous Declaration in the Printing-Room, there being by com- 

putation about 750 of them Printcd on one fide, and about Five of 

the ſaid Traytcrous Declarations perfe&t. Upon the Meſſengers 
queſtioning how they came there ? he pretended Ignorance. 

The Evidence appearing very plain, and he having nothing to fay 
for himſelf, was found guilty of High Treaſon, Sentenced to be 
Drawn, Hanged, and Quartered ; which was accordingly done, at 
Kennington Common, in the County of © Surrey, on Monday the 29th. of 
Zane, 1685. and his Quarters ſet upon the City Garcs.

Etween Nine and Ten of the Clock in the Morning, I was ſent 

YL) for by the High Sheriff of Surrey, ro © officiate as Ordinary at 
the Execution of the Priſoner at the Marſbalſea ; before he was 
brought out, a neighbouring Miniſter and I (upon the Sherifts motion) 
went into the Room where he was ; when the Reverend Parſon (having 
ſeen him the Night before) askt him whether he had conſidered of 
thoſe things which he had formerly offered him, and did very pathiti- 
cally . preſs him that he would give Glory to God by a full and: ingc- 
nuous Confeſſion of his Crime, intimating to him the faral conſequen- 
ces that might haye followed if he had perfected that evil work: How 
many Mens Lives might have bcen lolt in the quarrel ; whoſe bload 
| he 
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he was ſo far guilty of, as he contributed to the increaſe of the Re- 
bellion, by his Printing the Traytcrous paper (or .words to the ſame 
effect.) To which the Priſoner anſwered (with ſome ſigns of diſcontent) 
to this purpoſe : That he hoped, (he ſpeaking to the Miniſter) did nor 
come to preſs him to burdea himſelf now :. That he had nothing to 
fay that might bring any perſon into trouble, and his time. was ſhort; 
ſo he defired not to be troubled about any ſuch marcers ; fo os Ks 
words paſled c're we parted ; finding him reſolved not to make any 
diſcovery, I only: told him I did intend to meet him at the place of 

Execution, and he thanked me. 
When he came to the Gallows and was in the Cart, I came to him 
and asked him, how he defired to improve thoſe few moments of his 
Life that were yet to come ? He anſwered in Prayer : I asked, will you 
pray for your ſclf, or {hall I pray for you? He anſwered, I will pray; 
and deſire you to pray for me. Whilſt the Executioner was prepairing 
the Rope, I ſhewed him the Bible, ſaying Sir, what comfortable 
Sentence do you remember out of this word of God for your preſent 
uſe > He anſwered, Jeſus Chriſt came into the World to ſave Sinners, of 
whom I am chicf: And then he proceeded in general terms to ac- 
knowledge himſelf a great Sinner-againſt God ; but affirmed that he 
had made his pcace with God, that he had confeſſed his Sins with 
humility and fervency, and had begged Gods pardon ; and did not 
doubt but God had” for the merits of his Son Jeſus Chriſt pardoned 
all his Sins, and he was now under very comfortable hopes that he 
ſhould ſoon be happy, not upon the account of his own merits, 
but the merits of Jeſus Chriſt. 1 told him thus was very good, if 
his hopes were well grounded : He replied, his hopes were grounded 
on the Scriptures, which aſſured him that Chriſt dyed to ſave Sinners. 
Whercupon I recounted to him ſome other Gracious promiſes of God 
ro true Penirents, as that of Ezechiel, If the Wicked man turneth away 
from his wickedneſs, and doth that which is lawful and right, he ſhall ſave 
his Soul alive, .&c. After which he made - his Addreſs to God in 
Prayce, That hc would forgiyc him all his Sins, and ſanctity this his 
affliction to him ; and praycd ro God to bleſs the King, that he may 
be merciful and kind to his Subjects, as well as juſt ro his Enemies. 
He farther obſcrved how Gracious God was to him in giving him this 
admonition (as he callcd it) tor God might have taken him oft by ſome 
ſudden death, or deprived him of his Senſes, and then {he ſaid) it muſt 
have been worſe with me, but'now God hath given -me ume to be 
think my (elf :- So tha though the dolour and the ſhame of this death 
having © many Spectators (upon whom he looked) may ſomwhar 
<i{compoſe 
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diſcompoſe me, *yct I have peacc and comfort within, Afterwards he 
defired me to pray with ' him, which I did briefly accopding to his 
mind and preſent example : And cloſing with the Lordg Prayer, he 
anſwered eyery Petition deliberately, and calmly; He declared that hc 
lived in and did now dy in the Communion of the Church of Ene- 
land, were he repeated again in theſe words, The Proteſtant Church of 
| England. After Prayer, I asked him whether we ſhould Sing ſome parc 
of a Pſalm ? he anſwered, no: Then I asked him whether he had ary 
thing mere to do or fay ? he anſwered; I haye nothing more bur wo 
return you thanks for your care of mc,- And I pray God bleſs you and 
hear your Praycrs for me, and mine for -you; and our Sayiour 
Chriſt for us both : And (© I left him going to his long hame. 


This according to the beſt recolleftion of my thoughts, is the Sum, and 
as nearas Ican remember,the words that paſſed between Mr.Dilney 


and me
